,  shewing  the  nature  of  the  accounts  upon  which  public  moneys  have 
been  received,  and  of  the  claims  upon  which  they  have  been  paid 
away,  during  the  above  period  ;  with  an  appendix  exhibiting  a 
statement  of  stocks  held  by  the  commonwealth,  and  of  appropri¬ 
ations  and  loans  remaining  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of  December, 
1830.
